Washington, D. C., July 19.—The 
famous Shenandoah 
Valley, 
where 
“Phil” Sheridan made 
his 
historic 
ride fifty years ago, is about to hear 
again the song of bugle, the gallop­ 
ing of horses, the click of carbines 
and the boom of cannon. Several reg­ 
iments of cavalry from Fort Ethan 
Allen, Vt., and Fort Oglethorpe, Ga., 
and squadron8 of field artillery from 
Fort Myer, Va., and Fort Reilly, Ran., 
have arrived in the valley, prepara­ 
tory to beginning the maneuvers de­ 
cided upon some time ago by the war 
department. For the next two months 
the soldiers will maneuver and fight 
over the roads, hills and fields near 
Winchester that figured in great cav­ 
alry battles in the civil war. 
High officers of the army and of­ 
ficials of the war department attach 
great interest to the maneuvers.

Washington, D. 
C., July 
19.—The 


famous Shenandoah 
Valley, 
where 


"Phil" Sheridan made 
his 
historic 


ride fifty years ago, is about to hear 
again the song of bugle, the gallop- 
ing of horses, 'the click of carbines 
and the boom of cannon. Several reg- 
iments of cavalry from 'Fort Ethan 
Allen, Vt., and Fort Oglethorpc, Ga,, 
and squadron* of field artillery from 
Fort Myer, Va., and Fort Reilly, Kan., 
have arrived in the valley, prepara- 
tory to beginning the maneuvers de- 
cided upon some time ago by the war 
department. 'For the nex>. two months 
the soldiers will maneuver and fight 
over the roads, hills and fields near 
Winchester that, figured in grea*. cav- 
alry battles in the civil war.
